Third  Suffolk  state 
Representative-elect  Aaron 
Michlewitz  took  the  oath 
of  office  on  Beacon  Hill  on 
July  8  on  Beacon  Hill,  fill¬ 
ing  the  seat  that  was  held 
by  former  Speaker  Salva¬ 
tore  DiMasi.  The  House 
of  Representatives  dedi¬ 
cated  a  full  formal  session 
to  swear  in  Michlewitz. 
Dozens  of  Chinatown  well- 
wishers  witnessed  the  cer¬ 
emony  and  congratulated 
the  new  state  representa¬ 
tive  in  person. 

Gilbert  Ho,  president  of 
Boston's  Chinese  Consoli¬ 
dated  Benevolent  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  his  wife,  Debbie 
Ho,  who  was  DiMasi' s 
former  Chinatown  liaison, 
were  present  at  the  cer¬ 
emony.  Gilbert  and  Debbie 
endorsed  Michlewitz  dur¬ 
ing  his  election  campaign. 
Representatives  from  the 
Chinatown  Progressive 
Association,  the  China¬ 
town  Residential  Associa¬ 
tion  and  Chinatown  Main 
Street  also  gathered  at  the 
State  House  to  show  their 
support  for  Michlewitz. 


Michlewitz,  a  former 
aide  to  DiMasi,  had  previ¬ 
ously  bested  the  South  End 
resident  Susan  Passoni  by 
narrow  margin  in  the  May 
19  Democratic  Primary. 

He  also  defeated  Demo¬ 
cratic  challengers  Brian 
Ross  and  Lucy  Rivera  that 
day,  and  independent  can¬ 
didate  John  Keith  and  Re¬ 
publican  candidate  David 
Trumbull  in  the  June  16 
general  election  to  replace 
his  former  boss,  DiMasi. 

Other  well-wishers 
who  made  an  appearance 
at  the  State  house  included 
Lucy  Rivera,  Boston  City 
Councilors  Bill  Linehan 
and  Michael  P.  Ross,  Sena¬ 
tor  Sonia  Chang-Diaz  and 
many  of  Michlewitz' s  fam¬ 
ily  members  and  friends. 

A  lifelong  resident  of 
the  North  End,  Michlewitz 
represents  Boston's  North 
End,  South  End,  China¬ 
town,  Beacon  Hill  and 
Back  Bay  neighborhoods 
and  parts  of  Roxbury. 

At  the  age  of  30,  Mi¬ 
chlewitz,  DiMasi's  former 
constituent  service  direc¬ 


tor,  already  has  soaked  in 
four  years  of  the  Beacon 
Hill  culture  and  politics;  he 
is  well-aware  of  the  issues 
facing  the  various  neighbor¬ 
hoods  in  the  district.  He 
is  an  avid  supporter  of  the 
transliterated  bilingual  bal¬ 
lot,  a  legislative  proposal 
for  which  the  Chinese-  and 
Vietnamese  speaking  com¬ 
munities  in  Boston  have 
been  advocating  over  the 
years.  Michlewitz,  in  fact, 
testified  at  the  city  council's 
hearing  of  the  bilingual  bal¬ 
lot  petition  in  2007. 

The  Third  Suffolk  Dis¬ 
trict  encompasses  some 
of  the  poorest  and  richest 
neighborhoods  in  the  city 
of  Boston.  Being  a  voice  for 
such  a  diversified  popula¬ 
tion,  Michlewitz  will  need 
to  navigate  his  way  through 
the  latest  luxury  condomin¬ 
ium  projects  in  Downtown 
Crossing  as  well  as  afford¬ 
able  housing  units  in  China¬ 
town.  As  DiMasi's  protege 
and  successor,  Michlewitz 
has  big  shoes  to  fill.

The  streets  of  Chinatown  were  bus¬ 
tling  this  past  Sunday  July  10;  the  side¬ 
walks  crowded  with  the  tents  of  local 
vendors,  community  organizations  and 
restaurant  stalls.  Chinatown  residents 
and  tourists  alike  visited  tables  selling 
jade,  Chinese-language  DVDs,  potted 
bamboo  shoots  and  various  examples 
of  Chinatown's  cuisine. 

The  commotion  was  part  of  Chi¬ 
natown's  annual  Main  Street  Festival, 
begun  in  1995  to  "promote  and  com¬ 
memorate  the  Chinatown  District,"  ac¬ 
cording  to  Courtney  Ho,  the  Executive 
Director  of  Chinatown  Main  Street,  a 
nonprofit  organization  devoted  to  im¬ 
proving  the  Chinatown  community. 

Ho  describes  the  goals  of  the  Chi¬ 
natown  Main  Street  organization;  "We 
try  to  do  everything  we  can  for  the 


community  and  for  business,  to  draw 
the  tourists  in."  These  efforts  include 
giving  Chinatown  businesses  grants  to 
renovate  storefront  facades  as  well  as 
organizing  a  nightly  crime  watch  in  the 
neighborhood. 

"In  an  effort  to  increase  the  busi¬ 
ness  and  revitalize  this  business  district, 
what  we've  done  is  we've  beautified 
the  streets,"  said  Tony  Yee,  president  of 
Chinatown  Main  Street.  He  continues, 
"All  the  banners  that  you  see  on  the 
lightposts,  that's  us,  all  the  streets  and 
sidewalks  that  have  been  swept  every 
day,  that's  us." 

The  progress  that  has  been  made 
through  Chinatown  Main  Street  has 
been  supported  by  Mayor  Thomas  Me- 
nino's  Boston  Main  Streets  program,  a 
system  of  grants  and  aid  designed  to 


help  Boston  neighborhoods  develop 
economically  as  well  as  preserve  their 
historical  and  cultural  importance  to  the 
city. 

"A  lot  of  people  have  that  old  per¬ 
ception  of  Chinatown,"  Ho  said,  "it  was 
dangerous,  it  was  bad."  But  now,  "Our 
streets  are  a  little  bit  cleaner,  we're  a 
little  safer. ..  and  it  has  helped." 

On  the  neighborhood's  main  street, 
scaffolding  covered  the  facade  of  a  res¬ 
taurant  and  apartment  balconies  under¬ 
going  renovation,  a  symbol  of  the  con¬ 
tinuing  renewal  and  sustained  growth 
of  Boston's  Chinatown.

The  Kill-A-Watt  is  a 
device  that  measures  the 
amount  of  electricity  vari¬ 
ous  household  electric  ap¬ 
pliances  use.

They  will  disap¬ 
pear  when  the 
Kill-A-Watt  is 
unplugged. 

•  Multiply 
the  kWh  by  the 
rate  charged  on 
your  utility  bill 
to  find  out  how 
much  it  costs  to 
keep  the  device 
running.

Parkinson  disease:  What  you 
should  know 


Youth

Parkinson  Disease  is  a  dis¬ 
ease  that  affects  over  1  million 
people  in  the  United  States  and 
can  take  a  devastating  toll  on 
patients  and  their  families.  In  its 
later  stages,  the  disease  can  be 
crippling  and  severely  limit  the 
opportunities  for  normal  life. 
However,  there  has  been  an  im¬ 
mense  increase  in  the  focus  on 
the  disease  and  its  early  diagno¬ 
sis  and  treatment. 

The  disease  was  first  de¬ 
scribed  as  the  "shaking  palsy" 
by  the  English  doctor  James 
Parkinson  in  1817.  It  received 
this  name  because  of  its  char¬ 
acteristic  symptoms  of  rigidity 
and  tremor.  Tremors  refer  to  the 
uncontrollable  shaking  experi¬ 
enced  by  people  suffering  with 
the  disease.  Often,  the  tremors 
begin  in  a  single  area,  such  as  a 
single  finger  or  hand,  and  then 
spread  to  other  limbs.  Rigidity 
refers  to  the  general  difficulty 
and  slowness  of  performing 
voluntary  movement.  Such  dif¬ 
ficulty  can  limit  a  person's  ability 
to  perform  daily  activities  and 
lead  to  other  problems  such  as 
frustration,  helplessness  and  de¬ 
pression. 

Fortunately,  modem  medi¬ 
cine  has  made  enormous  prog¬ 
ress  in  the  understanding  and 
treatment  of  the  disease.  The 
primary  problem  in  patients 
with  the  disease  is  that  there  are 
low  levels  of  a  neurotransmitter 
called  dopamine.  This  is  caused 
by  the  progressive  degenera¬ 
tion  of  the  neurons  in  the  brain 
that  produce  this  substance. 
While  the  specific  cause  of  this 
decay  is  still  being  sought  out, 
this  knowledge  has  led  to  the 
development  of  important  drugs 
for  treatment.  Levodopa  is  a 
medication  that  your  brain  can 
metabolize  into  dopamine  and 
can  thus  often  reduce  the  symp¬ 
toms  of  Parkinson  significantly. 
Levodopa  is  the  primary  weapon 
against  Parkinson  Disease.  Other 
medications  are  being  actively 
researched  along  with  neurosur¬ 
gical  techniques  that  may  help 


those  who  do  not  respond  to  this 
medication. 

When  do  the  first  signs  of 
Parkinson  begin  to  show? 

The  onset  of  Parkinson  usu¬ 
ally  occurs  after  the  age  of  55  and 
rarely  begins  earlier.  Indeed,  age 
seems  the  biggest  risk  factor  as¬ 
sociated  with  acquiring  the  dis¬ 
ease.  Medical  attention  should  be 
sought  out  as  soon  as  symptoms 
are  spotted  so  as  to  prevent  pro¬ 
gression  of  the  disease.  Less  com¬ 
mon  symptoms  of  the  disease 
may  also  occur.  They  include 
difficulty  writing,  a  stiff  facial 
expression  or  muffled  speech. 

Are  Asian- Americans  at 
risk  for  developing  Parkinson 
Disease? 

Traditionally,  Asian  popula¬ 
tions  have  shown  a  lower  inci¬ 
dence  of  Parkinson  Disease  than 
their  European  counterparts. 
However,  recent  evidence  has 
shown  that  rates  of  the  disease 
are  similar  between  Asian-Amer- 
icans  and  Caucasian  Americans. 
This  may  implicate  lifestyle  in 
the  development  of  Parkinson 
Disease. 

If  lifestyle  is  a  factor  for  de¬ 
veloping  the  disease,  are  there 
any  lifestyle  choices  that  have 
been  shown  to  prevent  it? 

There  have  been  no  con¬ 
clusive  studies  that  have  found 
effective  ways  to  prevent  Parkin¬ 
son  Disease.  However,  there  is 
increasing  evidence  that  drink¬ 
ing  coffee  and  tea  (particularly 
green  tea)  can  have  a  protective 
effect  against  acquiring  Parkin¬ 
son  Disease.  While  not  specific 
to  Parkinson  Disease,  exercise 
and  a  healthy  diet  are  important 
factors  for  preventing  numerous 
diseases  and  should  always  be 
priorities.  Keeping  active  and 
healthy  will  help  one  cope  with 
the  emotional  symptoms  of  the 
disease. 


Who  is  at  risk  for  develop¬ 
ing  Parkinson  Disease? 

It  is  very  hand  to  cor¬ 
relate  Parkinson  Disease  with  a 
single  risk  factor.  There  is  some 
evidence  that  severe  injury  to  the 
head  and  neck  in  the  past  may 
predispose  one  to  Parkinson  Dis¬ 
ease.  Low  levels  of  the  B  vitamin 
folate  have  also  been  correlated 
with  the  development  of  the 
disease.  However,  most  people 
with  one  or  more  risk  factors  will 
never  experience  the  disease. 

Am  I  at  higher  risk  if  I  have 
a  family  member  with  Parkin¬ 
son? 

There  is  a  very  minimal 
increase  in  your  risk  of  acquir¬ 
ing  Parkinson  in  this  case.  The 
primary  risk  factor  remains  age 
and  family  history  is  a  minor 
consideration. 

Where  can  I  find  more  infor¬ 
mation  on  living  with  or  caring 
for  someone  with  Parkinson 
Disease?

Working  a  summer  job  as 
a  teenager  is  an  experience  that 
many  of  us  adults  remember 
fondly.  There  are  not  many  ex¬ 
periences  that  quite  capture  the 
essence  of  summer  as  much  as 
days  working  as  a  summer  camp 
counselor  or  selling  concessions 
on  a  hot  afternoon.  In  an  increas¬ 
ingly  technical  and  service-ori¬ 
ented  society,  the  job  landscape 
is  always  changing,  but  some 
things  remain  the  same— teenag¬ 
ers  in  the  summer  are  always 
looking  for  part-time  employ¬ 
ment  and  are  eager  to  earn  their 
first  paycheck. 

The  non-profit  Action  for 
Boston  Community  Develop¬ 
ment  (ABCD)  has,  for  the  past 
three  decades,  helped  Boston 
youth  in  this  endeavor  through 
their  annual  SummerWorks  pro¬ 
gram.  SummerWorks  provides 


Summer  jobs 

an  infrastructure  through  which 
qualifying  youth  applicants  look¬ 
ing  for  summer  work  are  facili¬ 
tated  and  guided  through  the  job 
search  process.  Every  teen  work¬ 
er  is  assigned  to  a  counselor,  or 
Youth  Services  Specialist  (YSS), 
and  the  YSS  helps  to  place  the 
teen  in  a  paying  job  in  the  teen's 
vicinity.  This  summer,  I  have  the 
privilege  of  working  as  a  YSS  in 
the  Chinatown  neighborhood 
and  I  work  in  conjunction  with 
AACA  to  oversee  the  career  de¬ 
velopment  of  several  Chinatown 
resident  teens. 

The  SummerWorks  program 
is  unique  in  that  it  emphasizes 
career  and  educational  develop¬ 
ment,  not  just  vocational  skills 
and  job  readiness.  Since  ABCD/ 
SummerWorks  provides  the 
funding  to  pay  the  youth,  we  ask 
employers  to  provide  mentor-

A  busload  of  youth 
from  Boston  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Center's 
(BCNQ  Youth  Center 
Summer  Program  joined 
Save  the  Harbor/Save  the 
Bay  on  a  visit  to  Boston 
Harbor  on  July  10  to  ex¬ 
perience  Sail  Boston  2009, 
the  Festival  of  Tall  Ships. 

The  young  people 
set  sail  from  the  Bank 
of  America  Pavilion  in 
South  Boston  on  a  nar¬ 
rated  harbor  tour  aboard 
the  Pride  of  Baltimore  II 
to  see  Boston's  historic 
harbor  and  the  more  than 
40  spectacular  sailing 
ships  that  participated  in 
this  summer's  dramatic 
event. 

The  Pride  of  Balti¬ 
more  II  (www.pride2.org) 
is  a  dynamic  reproduc¬ 
tion  of  a  Baltimore  clip¬ 
per  privateer,  a  type  of 
vessel  crucial  to  preserv¬ 
ing  America's  freedom 
during  the  War  of  1812. 
Named  after  Chasseur,  a 
gallant  privateer  who  was 
hailed  as  "the  pride  of 
Baltimore,"  her  crew  em¬ 
bodied  the  passion  and 
spirit  of  the  Americans 
who  were  determined  to 
fight  for  their  fledging 
nation. 

The  ship's  Captain, 
Thomas  Boyle,  boldly 
warned  British  ships  from 
entering  or  leaving  their 
home  ports,  and  captured 
17  ships  along  the  coast 
of  Britain.  One  of  every 
five  sailors  on  privateers 
on  the  ship  was  a  black 


American;  although  it  is 
a  piece  of  history  often 
overlooked,  it  is  an  es¬ 
sential  part  of  the  ship's 
story. 

This  spirit  of  nation¬ 
alism  also  inspired  the 
writing  of  "The  Star- 
Spangled  Banner"  during 
the  attack  on  Chesapeake 
Bay,  and  the  Pride  of 
Baltimore  II  symbolizes 
not  only  the  birth  of  our 
national  anthem,  but 
commemorates  the  lives 
of  Americans  of  any  race 
who  fought  together  for 
our  country  on  privateers 
that  were  built  in  the 
Fells  Point  shipyards  of 
Baltimore. 

Pride  of  Baltimore 
II  was  commissioned  in 
1988  as  a  sailing  memo¬ 
rial  to  her  immediate 
predecessor,  the  original 
Pride  of  Baltimore,  which 
was  tragically  sunk  by  a 
white  squall  off  Puerto 
Rico  in  1986,  taking  her 
captain  and  three  crew 


members  down  with  her. 
Both  ships  were  built  in 
the  Inner  Harbor  as  re¬ 
productions  of  1812-era 
topsail  schooners,  the 
type  of  vessels,  called 
Baltimore  Clippers,  that 
helped  America  win  the 
War  of  1812  and  finally 
secure  its  freedom.
